LONDON, Dec. 22.—The whole 
country is preparing for the first old- 
fashioned English Christmas in five 
years, with more than old-fashioned 
enthusiasm.

Men Agree to All Questions at 
Issue Being Referred to Royal 
Commission 


TORONTO, Dec. 21.—Toronto's po- 
lice strike is at an end and the men 
returned to their beats at 10:45 this 
(Saturday) evening. The decision to 
return was reached at a conference 
between the police commission and 
the representatives of the men at a 
late hour Saturday afternoon. All 
the questions at issue are to be arbi- 
trated before a royal commission to 
be appointed later, whose personnel 
as yet is not even hinted at. The

Terms of Agreement 

Following are the terms of the

That the government appoint a royal 
commission, to consist of three per- 
sons, one of whom shail be a repre- 
sentative of labor, to investigate and 
report on the question of administra- 
tion of police forces throughout the 
province of Ontario, including the 
constitution of police commissions, the 
general administration of police 
forces; police laws and regulations, 
and. including also the propriety of 
the organization of police unions, 
either within themselves or affiliated 
with other organizations, and generally 
matters relating to good government 
of police forces, and specifically to 
enquire and report on the complaint 
of one Ellis, lately of the Toronto 
police force. 

The Toronto police force to at once 
return to their duties, all men to be 
reinstated, save Ellis, and to have the 
same status as before the strike, The 
union to hold the charter obtained by 
the Toronto police force until such 
| time as the royal commission gives its 
decision. 

It is distinctly understood that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as a recognition In any way by 
the police commissioners of the said 
union, pending the final decision of 
the royal commission, 

The police to give up the charter 
and surrender it if so decided by the 
royal commission to be appointed. 

All parties to agree to accept and 
abide by the reports of the commission 
or the majority of them.

HALF MILLION 
ITALIANS LOST

300,000 Were Severely Wounded |

There will be a 
banquet in his honor at Buckingham 
Palace on Friday, while the city will 
entertain him at the Guildhall on 
Monday. More important than these 
functions will be the informal! tnter- 
change of views between him and the 
British representatives. Before reach- 
ing here, the President will have dis 
cussed peace issues with both the 
leaders of France and Italy, and this 
will facilitate interchange of views 
It is expected that these informal con- 
versations will tend to shorten the 
labor of the inter-Allied conference 
next month, 

The important matter of the selec- 
tion of British delegates to this con- 
ference and to the peace congress will 
not be decided until after the result 
of the British general elections is an- 
nounced next Saturday. If the Coall- 
tion government is sustained, as there 
now appears to be ng question in the 
popular mind, there will be a recon- 
struction of the government and a 
probable reduction of the members to 
a number approaching the pre-war 
status. 

German Propaganda 

With the approach of the inter- 
Allied conference, the German au- 
thorities have embarked upon an 
amazing campaign of propaganda, 
openly designed 
alties which may be imposed upon 
Germany. Most of these appeals are 
directed towards the United 
pleading with President Wilson to in- 


which they fear will be imposed 
the belligerent nations, but there 
also an attempt to represent France 
as standing out for terms more severe 
than those desired by the other 
nations. This propaganda is in the! 
form of articles in the German news- 
papers, and statements by financial 
and commercial magnates. There is a 
resemblance among them suggesting a 
common inspiration. They plead in 
them that the German people fought 
the war in the belief that it was a de- 
fensive one against the encircling pol- 
icy of the Allies, and urge that, hav- | 
ing discarded militarism and embrac- 
ed democracy, the German people 
should not be penalized even to the 
extent of the terms of the armistice, 
which are denounced as excessive. 
There is also much talk about the 
cultural value of an uncrushed Ger- 
many. 

The manifest purpose of this cam- 
paign is to spread distrust among the 
Allies and to foster disagreement, but

having been given by a recent decree,

of Letters, welcomed President Wilson

Why More Borrowing? 


Three months or so ago the 
Dominion Government started a 
campaign to sell Victory Bonds to 
secure war funds. The Minister of 
Finance announced that he need- 
ed $300,000,000 to meet the ex- 
pense of carrying on our share of 
the war for another year; and 
wanted  $200,000,000 more to 
finance purchases by the Allies of 
supplies and munitions in Canada ; 


a total of $500,000,000. He got 
$670,000,000. 
The war ended before the cam- 


paign ended. It can hardly be sup- 
posed that it will take as much 
money to demobilize the Canadian 
army and bring it home as it 
would have taken to maintain 
that army in the field for a year. 
The war being over Britain and 
the other Allied countries do not 
require credits in Canada for the 
purchase of supplies. Munition 
making in this country has ceas- 
ed, and food supplies ean be pur- 


chased by the ordinary processes | 


of trade.

Your letter has been sent to me 
for attention and my delay in replying 
has been caused by the consideration 
which has been given to the subject 
by the Department of Militia and De- 
fence. 

The decision is that any Mennonite, 
Tunker, or Amish who produces a 
certificate from a recognized bishop 
of the church, to the effect that he 
was prior to July 6, 1917, and still isa 
bona fide member of the church, is 
regarded at the present time as ex- 
empt from the provisions of our 
Military Service Act. Whether any 
further consideration of the situation 
may result in a modification of this de- 
cision, I am unable to say. 

The Canadian Military Service Act 
applies only to British subjects resi- 
dent in Canada, No alien now entering 
Canada can become a British subject 
without five years residence in Can- 
ada, or in some other British Domin- 
ion, Hence, apart altogether from the 
position of your people on account of 
religious views, the question of citizen- 
ship almost, if not altogether, com- 
pletely answers your question,
